Fervices already performed oy
Americans for sach of the belligerenta have
been great, and the possibllities of the future
Iimmeasurable In their effect. It would,
therefore, seam beayond reason that any of the
nations would willingly sacrifice the good feel-
ing that exists between this country and all.

It Is no fault of the United States that the
conditions of war have developed to thelr pres
ent stage. This conntiry’s duly to humanity ia
greal, but its duly to its own citizenship is Im-
perative, and the ability to serve the nations of
the world demands that the dignity and influ-
eénce of the Uplted States be malntained.
